Protracted Cabinet Council on the 
School Question— The Arrange- 
ment Proposed. 



Quebec Postmasters to Be Dismissed 
— Laurier Will Not Visit 
England. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Oct. 10. — The cabinet had 
one of its longest sittings to-day since 
the formation of the government, the 
ministers being in council from 11 until 
6 p.m. with a very brief intermission for 
lunch, which was served in the ante- 
room adjoining the council chamber. 
The all-important school question was 
under consideration. At the close there 
was no official announcement made, but 
the indications were that the meeting 
had been a most satisfactory one. 

The Premier greeted your correspond- 
ent witli his usual urbanity and said in 
reply to a question that there was going 
to be " peace, harmony, and everything 
pleasant." 

At three o'clock Messrs. Watson, 
Cameron and McMillan, the Manitoba 
delegates, were admitted to the Council 
chamber and were closeted with the 
ministers for three hours. Several 
gentlemen who are interested in the 
settlement of this question were about 
the precincts of the Council chamber. 
Among them were Rev. l ather Corbeile, 
an intimate friend of Abbe Proulx. 

Neither the ministers nor the provin- 
cial delegates will speak of the result of 
to-day's negotiations, and it is just pos- 
sible that no official announcement will 
be forthcoming till the Manitohans have 
returned to Winnipeg. Judging from 
the Premier's remarks, however, every- 
thing is looking pleasant. A leading 
Liberal said to-night that he understood 
that ttie substance of the agreement pro- 
posed ic the allowance of half an hour 
each day for the teaching of religious 
doctrine by the ministers of any denom- 
ination, and that in school districts 
where the Catholics predominate the 
preference is to he given to a Catholic 
teacher. 

It is reported to-day that twenty Que- 
bec postmasters are certain to bo "fired" 
for " offensive- partisanship " in connec- 
tion with the recent elections. 

Premier Laurier informed me to-day 
that it waB hardly likely that he would 
go to England this fall. 

Dr. Watson (Ian Maclaren) lectured 
bere to-night to a large audience. The 
Premier presided and highly eulogized 
Dr. Watson's literary work. Nearly all 
the members of the cabinet attended the 
lecture. 

Commander Wakeham has gone to 
Washington to enter at once on the in- 
ternational fisheries commission.

General Mourning: Throug-hout the 
Kingdom— Services in Can- 
terbury Cathedral. 



Jlost Imposing - Ceremonies Attend- 
ant on the Funeral of the 
Prelate. 



Cantekhuhy, Oct. 10.— England is in 
mourning to-day and the mtiflled tones 
of the beils which have been tolling in 
all the minster and church towers of 
the Kingdom serve to indicate that a 
great fand distinguished peraonage has 
passed to his long home, and that his 
removal is one that was worthy of mark 
in more than ordinary way. The Church 
of England— and in fact all the other 
churches— made this the occasion for a 
general and formal demonstration of re- 
spect and mourning for the Most Rev. 
Edward White Benson, D.D., Archbishop 
of Canterbury and Primate of England, 
who died Btiddenlv on Sunday morning 
last while attending divine "service in 
Ilawarden church. The remains of the 
distinguished prelate as they lav in state 
in Canterbury Cathedral were" watched 
by the members of the chapter, clergy 
of the Archdiocesan city, the Sisters of 
St. Peter and the boys of St. Augustine 
school, and there were constantly 
wending around the aisles of the vast 
edifice a continuous stream of clergy, 
notabilities and members of all classes 
of society, rich and poor, all bent upon 
taking a last farewell glance at the cas- 
ket containing the body of the venerable 
and well loved prieBt, whose tragic 
deatli caused such a sensation when the 
news became generally known. 

The old cathedral, which contains 
many relies of English history, looked . 
cold, dismal and forbidding. Rain was 
falling outside, and the atmosphere 
within the huge edifice was heavily 
charged with the moisture. The 
Primate's throne was draped with violet 
velvet on which was richly embroidered 
the arms of the See of Canterbury on a 
silver ground. The floor about the 
grave, which is situated in the north- 
west corner of the cathedral, under the 
tower, was covered with a scarlet cloth 
and the grave itself was lined with violet 
elvet. The doors of the cathedral were 
besieged at an early hour, in spite of the 
rainy weather. A strong force of police, 
reinforced by a squadron of the Sixteenth 
Lancers, did sentry duty around the old 
building while the ceremonies lasted. 
The religions services began at 8 
'clock in the morning, when the Dean 
of CanterburA", the Ven. Frederick Wil- 
iam Farrar, D.D., celebrated holy com- 
munion. The second service was at 9 
clock, and consisted of prayers for the 
dead. It was also largely attended. 
After this celebration the coffin was re- 
moved from the Bpot where it had re- 
ained lying in state to Martyrdom 
mpel, empalled in white and gold em- 
broidery, which rested on supports of 
floral ollerings. The principal service 
began at 12:30 p.m., with a crowd of 
most distinguished people present, in 
addition to the throng which filled the 
cathedral to the most distant corner. 
The funeral procession was rendered 
more impressive in appearance by the 
presence of a guard of honor from the 
Sixteenth Lancers, one of the most at- 
tractively uniformed regiments in the 
British army. In the cloisters were the 
clergy of the dioees.j of Canterbury in 
full roues, rural deans , delegations from 
the diocese of Truro, itotise of Lords, 
the House of Communs, a large number 
of church dignitaries, representatives of 
Cambridge university, the Lord Lieuten- 
int of Kent, twenty bishops, fifty can- 
the Archbishop of Dublin, Dean 
arrar, the Archbishop of York,. 
Rev. Hugh Benson, and others. 

ight pallbearers escorted the body to 
the tomb. They were: Earl of Cran- 
brook, head master Wellington college., 
of which institution the late Dr. Benson 
as head master from the opening in 
1858 down to 1S72 ; Dean Lincoln ; Lord 
MoNaught, master of Trinity college, 
ambridge, of which the late Archbishop 
as successively a scholar and a fellow; 
Lord Ashcombe; Sir E. M. Thompson, 
chancellor of Truro. The family of de- 
ceased followed the eaBket. Then came 
the Duke of York, representing Queen 
Victoria; Herr Rucker Jenisch, second 
ecretary of the German embassy at 
London, representing Emperor William, 
nd others represonting the Prince and 
PrincesB of Wales, Duke and Duchess of 
txe-Cobourg Gotha, Duke and Duchess 
Connaught, Prince and Princess 
Christiana, Princess Louise, Duke and 
Duchess of Fife, Marquis of Salisbury 
and many other notables. The funeral 
service was fully choral. The casket, up- 
on which rested Mr. and Mrs. Glad- 
stone's lloral cross, was then lowered in- 
to the grave.

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New Zealand to Have a Fort of Call 
When tlte '• Aoraugi " 
Arrives. 



The " Joan - ",3 Overhauled — The 
"Prince Victor's" Injury of 
a Trivial Nature. 



It is expected that the steauiBhip Aor- 
angi, chartered to run on the Canadian* 
Australian route, will leave England for 
Australia in the couree of a few weeks. 
The vessel was built by the Fairfield 
Shipbuilding Company, the constructors 
of nearly the whole of the Ounard Com- 
pany's Atlantic fleet. She is registered 
in the highest class at Lloyds', is 389 feet 
long, 46 feot beam, and 31 feet 9 inches 
in depth, with a registered capacity of 
4,196 tons. She is to be fitted with new 
machinery and boilers to give her en- 
gines 5,000 horse-power, and will have a 
guaranteed speed of 16 knots ; but it iB 
expected that this speed will be consid- 
erably exceeded. There will be first-class 
saloon accommodation for 100 passengers, 
second cUibs cabins for 60 passengers, 
and third class cabins for 100. The 
Aorangi is considerably larger than the 
Warrimoo or the Miowera, which have 
proved so well adapted for the present 
traffic on the Pacific. It is expected that 
on her arrival in Australia a new time 
table will be inaugurated which will in- 
clude calling at a port in New Zealand, 
but it is not yet settled whether this port 
will be Auckland or Wellington. Mr. 
Huddart has just closed a contract with 
the New Zealand government for the 
carriage of the mails by the Canadian 
route, and this contract is now before 
the New Zealand parliament for ratifica- 
tion. In the voyage from Sydney to 
Vancouver the total extra mileage by 
reason of calling at Wellington would be 
about 290 miles, necessitating the allow- 
ance of one extra day for the voyage if 
Wellington be made the port of call. As 
a matter of fact, however, for the 
collection and distribution of New 
Zealand mails for America and 
Europe a day would be saved, as under 
the present system all the mails of the 
South Island and the centre of New 
Zealand have to be carried by local 
steamers to Auckland. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Yesterday evening the steamer Joan 
Was towed around from Esquimalt where 
for the past week or so she has been on 
the marine ways undergoing improve- 
ment and a general overhauling pre 
paratory to entering on her new run be 
tween Vancouver and Comox. The 
steamer's Binokestack has been shorten 
ed and chalks have been placed on her 
bottom, making her altogether better 
adapted for rough sea and weather. 

As anticipated when she returned to 
Esquimalt, the Prince Victor will not 
require to go in dock nor discharge any 
of her lumber cargo.

The Late Archbishop of Canterbur 
— Dewdney Wishes to Dissolve 
Its Council. 



(Spoclal to the COLONIST.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Oct. 10.— Yesterday be 
ing the date of the expiration of Chief 
Ward's term of office all the books an 
papors belonging to the department were 
handed over by him to Sergeant John 
son, who lias" been appointed acting 
chief pending the appointment of a per 
innnent head of the force. Chief Ward 
has been in office about a year. 

Complaints are made from severa 
quarters of the city that boys congregate 
at the different streetcoruers in the East 
and West End after school and throw 
sticks and stones at passing Chinamen 
some of whom have been severely hurt 
This is traceable to the bitter anti-Chi- 
neeo feeling which prevails here. 

The many friends of David Stevens 
for several years employed in the store 
department* of the C.P.R., will be 
shocked to learn of his reported death 
in San Francisco. Mr. Stevens severed 
his connection with the company about 
two months ago, leaving here for Port- 
land, Ore. The last news of him by 
friends announced his arrival in San 
Francisco, he having failed to find 
Portland the position he sought, but no 
word of his illness had reached Ins rela 
tives here, so that the news of his deatli 
comes with all the more sadness. Much 
sympathy is expressed for the family in 
their bereavement. 

C. Rykman, of London, Ont., was 
run into and knocked down by a bicycle 
without a bell on a Vancouver street. 
As the rider of the bell-less wheel has 
not offered to settle for damages the case 
will be taken to the police court. 

The funeral of the late Miss Mary J. 
Keenan, whose sad death was chronicled 
in the Colonist yesterday, was very 
largely attended. The Rev. Norman 
Tucker, rector of Christ church, offici- 
ated. The floral tributes were numerous. 

The following resolution has been 
passed at the Synod of the Church of 
England, diocese of New Westminster, 
in session here : " That the Synod of the 
diocese of New Westminster, in assem- 
bly convened, bear with unfeigned sor- 
row the news of the loss which the whole 
Anglican community has sustained in 
tlw death of the Most Reverend Edward, 
Lord Archbishop of Canterbury and Pri- 
mate of England, hereby expresses ita 
deep sense of the value of the services 
by him rendered here on earth to the 
whole Church Catholic, and prays that 
the Holy Spirit may entirely direct and 
rule the hearts of those to whom is en- 
trusted the high responsibility of the 
choice of his successor." It was further 
resolved that a copy of this resolution be 
sent under the seal of the Synod to the 
Right Reverend Frederick, Lord Bishop 
of London, Dean of the Chapter of the 
Archbishopric of Canterbury. 

Mr. Meikle lias been duly ordained 
and inducted into the paBtoral charge of 
the First Presbyterian church. Rev. J. 
S. Gordon, of Mount Pleasant Presby- 
terian church, preached the ordination 
sermon, Rev. Mr. McLaren addressing 
the pastor and Rev. Mr. Scoullur, of 
New Westminster, the congregation.

WESTMINSTER. 

Njsw Westminster, Oct. 10. — A large 
number of illegal sturgeon fishing lines 
have been seized in the river. Sturgeon 
fishing has become such a profitable in- 
dustry that the authorities are taking 
every precaution to encourage legitimate 
fishing. 

Four scenes in the life of a prodigal 
son will be presented at the Salvation 
Army barracks on Saturday night. The 
Westminster corps are very clever in 
these presentations and attract large 
crowds of those not connected with the 
army to witness the tableaux. 

The provincial sale of lands for taxes 
has been adjourned until January 13. 
Yesterday at the court house 50 blocks 
were presented for sale and several pro- 
perties were redeemed. Only 2,000 
now remain unpaid out of a total of 
$5,000 or $0,000. 

A Chinaman was tried yesterday in 
the District court on the charge of sell- 
ing whiskey to Indians. He received 
the severe penalty of $320 or six months 
imprisonment with hard labor. 

A petition has been prepared to dis- 
solve the municipal council of Dewdney. 
In brief it is as follows : "Owing to the 
majority of the settlers being unable to 
make a livelihood on their land— there 
being little progress in consequence — it 
is desirable that we should return again 
to immediate government control; that 
after four years experience of municipal 
government we are convinced that it is 
too expensive for the small number so 
governed. The successive overflows of 
the low lands and the unimproved con- 
dition of the high or timbered lands, the 
continuous arrearage of dyke and other 
taxes, and the paralyzed ' condition of 
farming have rendered the further con- 
duct of municipal affairs impossible." 

NANAIMO. 

Na.naimo, Oct. 10.— As the steamship 
City of Everett was on the way up to 
Departure Bay yesterday in a dense fog 
off Snake island she scraped against a 
rock, which loosened some of her plates 
and caused a slight leak in one of her 
air-tight compartments. She was last 
evening beached and temporary repairs 
wero made. She will commence loading 
to-night or to-morrow. 

Torpedo gunboat No. -10 came down 
from Union yesterday afternoon for 
mails and to meet three marines who 
came up out of the marine hospital. 

The Anaconda mineial claim has been 
recorded as located on Texada island by 
Mr. R. J. Hamilton, of Vancouver, and 
Mr. Angus Cameron recorded the Hun- 
tors' claim on Valdez island.

ROSS LAND. 
[From the RosBlauder.l 
To procure funds to release hose and 
other appliances necessary for fire pro- 
tection, now held for payment of cus-, 
tomB dues, a ball is to be given on the 
evening of October 2'2. 

On the North Fork of the Salmon, a 
claim which is coming to the front is the 
Arlington, from which two carloads of 
ore are being taken out for shipment. 
Assays as high as $124 in gold have been 
obtained. On the Maud S. a shaft is 
Iown 18 or 20 feet and the ore looks 
good. 

One of the gratifying strikes of the 
week was made on the Mabel, adjoining 
the City of Spokane on the north, and 
owned by the Ohio syndicate. A tunnel 
oi 100 feet was pierced, and from the 
end a winze sunk, which is down about 
15 feet. In this winze a shaft on Batur- 
week revealed good looking ore. 
Assays of $-10 have been got, which as- 
sures a body of shipping value. 

Robert Dixon, late of Toronto, last 
week bought three Murphy creek claims, 
the Ethel May, Minnesota Girl and 
Tamarac, from ,J. Benson, P. McLean 1 
J. W. Paulson, for a cash considera- 
tion. There are good showings on all 
these claims, especially on the Tamarac. 

Since the recent strike on the Red 
Mountain, at Rossland, the owners, F. 
Lewis Clark and Charles Sweeney, have 
decided to put in a seven-drill compres- 
sor plant. The mine gives promise of 
being one of the bonanzas of the camp. 
It is the intention to drive the tunnel 
seven or eight hundred feet farther, 

The Le Roi is still shipping 150 tons 
of high grade ore daily. The bottom of 
the shaft ia down past the 500-foot level. 
The three new 125 horse power boilers 
are in position at the site of the new 
compressor on the Black Bear., 

The winze from No. 1 level in the May- 
flower, in the south belt, is down 5. r : 
feet, and shows up four feet of the best 
ore yet encountered. It is a massive 
mixture of the sulphides of lead, iron 
mil copper; the galena has a high silver 
il ue. 

D. C. Corbin has arranged for a sale 
of lots on the ground covered by the 
Derby, Alice, Golden Ctiariot and Great 
Western mineral claims, with the own- 
ers of which he has settled differences 
to turface rights. Another trouble, 
however, arises. Some months ago 
Charles Dundee located a pre-emption, 
wbiuh takes in all this land and part of 
the Paris Belle ground. It is stated that 
ie is going to dispute Mr. Corbin's right 
to the ground, and lias backers who will 
fight the case through to the Privy 
Council if necessary. 
After sinking 500 feet the use of the 
ianiond drill lias been discontinued on 
the Mugwump. Instead a boiler has 
'jeen taken up the hill to the shaft near 
the west end of the claim, within BOO 
feet, of the Iron Mask line. The ledge 
uis no iron capping, but instead, lies 
leneath from 12 to 15 feet of ground, 
he whole vein is well mineralized but 
nit is a streak of nine inches of solid 
copper and iron pyrites. 

J. L. Parker has returned from a trip 
to Waterloo, where bo was examining 
some properties. Speaking oi the camp 
as a whole, so far as he saw of it in a 
three-day trip, he thinks it will turn out 
good deal of mineral. The recent 
trike in free gold is the subject most 
liked of there. It was found by .lack 
tnpey, who called it the Maud S. The 
ledge which is so rich in mineral has 
been traced 100 feet, and is three feet in 
width. It is Situated about one and a 
half miles from the Apache group, and 
the Horne-Payne company made a cash 
offer of $50,000 for it, which was refused. 
Under the Lillooet, Eraser River & Cari- 
boo Gold Fields Co. good work is being 
done on the Aaron group. The Niagara 
is a group of four claims with a seven 
foot ledge showing in places, and pro- 
mises good things. 

James Sutherland is developing the 
Glenwood claim, and shows up a tine 
body oi ore. 

C. S. Galloway lias a force of men 
sinking on the San Bernard, and the 
shaft is now down a depth of 53 ft. The 
ore body is improving both in quality, 
appearance and size. 

J. L. Wiseman, of Grand Forks, has a 
force of men at work on the Texas on 
Boundary creek, just above Providence 
camp. Splendid assays have been gotten 
from the ore, and assays of $40 and as 
high as $00 and $70 per ton have been 
obtained. 

The shaft on the Stem winder claim in 
Greenwood camp is now down about 100 
feet, and the past f:w days has seen bet- 
ter ore taken from the claim than ever 
before. 

For some time past \V. Corbott has 
boon working on the Lake claim in Sky- 
lark camp, and he determined a few 
days ago to select a fair sample of the 
ore and have it assayed. The returns 
show a value in silver and gold of $120 to 
the ton. Being a silver proposition, the 
principal value was in Bilvor and yet the 
ore carries a good gold value. 

The recent strike on the west fork of 
Kettle river, which the discoverer, Mr. 
Dale, named theCarmi and Butcher Boy, 
is turning out well under development. 
The claims are located about 00 miles 
from Midway. Midway forms the base 
of operations for the prospector. The 
vein upon which the claims are located 
is a true fissure in a formation of lime 
and schist, and can be traced distinctly 
for over 2,000 feet upon the surface, and 
is of an average width of about five feet. 
Samples taken from the surface when 
the claims were located gave an assay 
value in gold and silver of about $18, 
while a few days ago an average sample 
taken from a fifty-pound average sample 
of ore brought down, showed a value of 
$52 in gold and 2U.:j ounces of silver to 
tho ton.

ABOUT DISMISSALS. 

A good deal hag been said of late about 
the dismissal of civil servants. The 
question is really not a party cne. A 
great many on both sides of politics are 
of opinion that a civil servant should 
not take an active part in politics, and 
that if he does he must not think it hard 
if he is dismissed by the men against 
whom he worked. This is the declara 
tion of Mr. Laurier, Mr. Davies and 
many others — Conservatives as well as 
Liberals. But i3 not this treatment of 
civil servants arbitrary and unjust? It 
means that if the civil servant is active 
on the right side he has committed no 
offence, or rather that he has made his 
tenure of office more secure, and nut him 
self in the way of speedy promotion ; 
but if he has been active on the wrong 
side he has put his official head in 
jeopardy. He may expect to be deprived 
of his means of living as soon as the 
Government or one of the Ministers lias 
had time to pay attention to his case 
Then such a system as this opens the 
door wide tor malicious intrigue and 
false accusation. When it, is known that 
all a partisan of the winning side has to 
do to ensure the dismissal of a civil ser 
vant whose office he desires to possess is 
to write to Ottawa accusing the civil 
servant of having during the .election 
tried to persuade electors to vote against 
the party in power, accusations against 
civil servants will pour into the depart- 
ments in a steady stream. The accused 
man will be afforded no opportunity of 
answering the vague and most probably 
unfounded charges preferred against 
him. ft may bo thought that we are 
uncharitable. Those who, come to that 
conclusion know very little about the 
greed, the unscrupulousness and tl 
pertinacity of the average office-seeker. 
It is very hard to say what some of 
them will not do to accomplish their 
purpose. 

While this business of denunciation 
and false accusation is going on the po 
sition of the faithful civil servant, who 
knows that there are many of his fellow 
townsmen who are doing all they can to 
have him dismissed, is not pleasant. He 
is morally certain of this although he has 
not had the opportunity of seeing the 
representations of his rivals and his ene- 
mies. He lives in a state of suspense 
and uncertainty that must, if he Iuib 
nerves, make him exceedingly miser' 
able. 

We consider it cruel and most unjust 
to, place men in this miserable position. 
If the Legislature of the Dominion con- 
sider it best in the interest of the public 
service that civil servants shall 
be disfranchised, or that having the 
privilege of voting they Bhall not take 
an active part in elections, why cannot 
a law be enacted defining their political 
privileges? Or why cannot civil service 
rules be drawn up making it clear what 
a civil servant is permitted or forbidden 
to do in political contests? He would 
then know how far it was lawful for him 
to go in supporting the party he favored, 
and if he violated the law ho did so with 
his eyes open and must bo prepared to 
take the consequences. But without 
law or rule to make that an offence for a 
civil servant which is considered by men 
of other classes and occupations a pre- 
cious privilege or an inalienable right, is 
arbitrary and unfair. And this arbi- 
trariness and unfairness is aggravated 
by attaching to the manufactured offence 
for which there is neither law nor reason 
almost as severe a punishment as can bo 
inflicted, for what punishment is move 



severe than to take from a man his 
means of living? 

If Mr. Laurier and Mr. Davies are 
right in their views with regard to the 
political status of civil servants let them 
embody them in a law, and not doom 
civil servants to something that has very 
much the appearance of slavery. Let 
a civil servant, as long as he obeys the 
law and perforins his duties efficiently, 
be sure of his position, and do not place 
him at the mercy of an arbitrary minis- 
ter or permit him to be made the prey of 
a host of greedy and unscrupulous par- 
tisans. 



A CASE OF PERSECUTION, 

The Times on Thursday repeated edi- 
torially the announcement made in the 
previous day's issue in its Ottawa corres- 
pondence that Dr. George Duncan, Sup- 
erintendent of Quarantine, has been dis- 
missed. We find it extremely difficult 
to believe this, because Dr. Duncan had 
received no intimation that any charges 
had been brought against him. It is not 
the custom of liritish Governments to 
diemissa public servant arbitrarily with- 
out letting him know why his services 
are no longer required; still less is it 
their custom to try a man behind his 
back on the ex parte assertions of his 
enemies. Nothing more unfair and un- 
just and, we may add, more un- 
British than this can be imagined. 
It must be remembered that 
a grent deal more than Dr. Duncan's 
loss of office is involved in this summary 
and arbitrary dismissal, if he has been 
dismissed. It affects and deeply affects 
his professional reputation. If Dr. Dun- 
can committed the offence of which he is 
accused by his political enemies, not 
only is he unlit to fill the position of 
quarantine officer but he is unfit to per- 
form the duties and to bo entrusted with 
the responsibilities of medical practi- 
tioner. 

The simple truth is that Dr. Duncan 
committed no offence whatever. He is 
merely suspected of having done wrong 
by political partisans who are ignorant 
of the duty of a health officer with 
regard to persons supposed to have come 
in contact with a man who was believed 
to he suffering from smallpox. The city 
by-law, as everyone who reads it knows, 
leaves it wholly at the discretion of the 
health officer, whether he should 
keep suspects in confinement or that he 
Bbould, after they have been disinfected, 
allow them to be at large. In the case 
of the suspect of which so much has 
been said, Dr. Duncan exercised tlie dis- 
cretion which the law allowed him. No 
harm came of it, and no harm could 
come of it, for the young man was per- 
fectly free from disease and his person 
and his clothes had been duly disin- 
fected. 

When Dr. Duncan's political enemies 
in the City Council moved for his dis- 
missal because he allowed the suspect to 
go to the polls, the Mayor, who is a gen- 
tleman of high intelligence and who is 
more than usually strict in the exercise 
of the power entrusted to him, freely de- 
clared that Dr. Duncan had committed no 
offence against the law of the city, and 
voted against the motion for his dismis- 
sal. If Mayor Beaven believed that Dr. 
Duncan had violated the law or neglect- 
ed his duty there can be no doubt that 
he would have voted for his dismissal 
without the slightest hesitation. Every- 
one who knows him is convinced of this. 
When it is considered that Dr. Duncan 
as City Health Officer was the reverse of 
careless or neglectful, that indeed he was 
remarkable for his zeal and his diligence, 
the supposition that in this matter of 
the suspect he did what was illegal and 
unprofessional is neither more nor less 
than absurd. 

The simple truth of the matter is, this 
case is one of political persecution. The 
zeal for the preservation of the public 
health exhibited by Dr. Duncan's perse- 
cutors is a shallow and a transparent 
pretext. His enemies are actuated by 
political snite and political greed, and it 
is unfortunate that the defeated Liberal 
candidate has made himself prominent 
among them. If they had said that Dr. 
Duncan was a Conservative and had no 
right to the office and therefore should 
be dismissed, they would at any rate be 
frank and honest. But when in their 
eagerness to displace him and to get the 
position for a Liberal, they attacked Dr. 
Duncan's professional reputation, they 
evinced a vindictiveness and a malignity 
for which there can be no possible ex- 
cuse. We confess that we will be sur 
prised if we find that the Minister of 
Agriculture lias consented to Dr. Dun 
can's dismissal before hearing what hi 
has to say in his own defence and with- 
out finding out how the course he pur- 
sued is regarded by medical men of high 
standing. 



leaders thought Mr. Taillon— -and the 
statement is not to Mr. Taillon's dis- 
credit — was not qualified for doing some 
of the work considered to be necessary 
in a contest with so redoubtable a 
leader as Mr. Mercier. Mr. Tarte took 
charge of the party election fund. Mr. 
Pacaud came to him during the session 
of the Legislature and told him that the 
Liberal Government intended to put an 
item of .$140,000 in the estimates" to pay 
a final claim of the contractor for the 
Quebec court house. It was Mr. Pacaud's 
desire to know if the Conservative Op- 
position would object to such a vote. 
Mr. Taillon, on being consulted by Mr. 
Tarte, said in effect that the best way 
to Btop the corruption that had been go- 
ing on in connection with the work in 
question was to pay the money demand- 
ed and so got the thing out of politics. 
As Mr. Whelan's claim was admitted by 
the Government and its officers, there 
was some ground for an Opposition 
leader taking such a course, though Mr. 
Taillon will probably regret it now. 
Mr. Tarte saw in this acquiescence a 
chance to get $5,000, sufficient money to 
prepare the voters' lists in the coming 
election for the Conservative party, with 
which he was then acting. The infer- 
ence is that there was an understanding 
arrived at between Mr. Tarte and Mr. 
Pacaud, by which, in return for the Op- 
position's acquiescence in an unwarrant- 
ed payment, the pai ty election manager 
was to receive $5,000. The bargain was 
a bad one, an immoral one, a disgraceful 
one, on the part of the Conservative Op- 
position as well as of the Liberal Govern- 
ment. It is a satisfaction to think that 
after the making of it, the Conserva- 
tive party in the Province was 
thoroughly thrashed. The money did it 
no good, and should have done it no 
good. It matters not whether Mr. Tarte 
got the money from Mr. Pacaud, know- 
ing it to have come from Contractor 
Whelan or not. He had no right to take 
it. A man with a proper sense of his 
public duty would not have taken it. 
All that Mr. Tarte's evidence now given 
does for him is to free him from the sus- 
picion that he kept the money for him- 
self. He does not figure as a private 
free hooter, but as the agent of a politi- 
cal party in a corrupt deal. That ho 
could tell such a story without apparent 
shame is a reflection on the character of 
our politics as much as upon himself. 



HOW HE BID IT. 

While on the stand giving evidence in 
his libel case against Mr. W. A. Grenier 
for criminal libel, the Hon. Mr. Tarte 
stated very ingenuously how he secured 
five thousand dollars from a Liberal for 
the Conservative election fund. Mr. 
Tarte was at that time a Conservative, 
as zealous in the cause of conservatism 
as he is now in that of Liberalism. 
This is the Montreal Gazette's account 
of how the boodle was secured : 

Mr. Tarte has told his story of how he 
came to get $5,000 of Contractor 
Whelan's money from Mr. Ernest 
Pacaud, the provider of funds under the 
Mercier regime for the provincial Lib- 
eral party.

CAME HOME IN IRONS. 

Allen McLean a Prisoner On the Serious 
Charge of Attempting Murder. 

The schooner City of San Diego re- 
turned from Behring sea yesterday 
morning with Allen McLean a prisoner 
in the hold. Constable Wallis, of the 
provincial police, brought the man into 
town and lodged him in the cells on the 
serious charge of attempted murder. 
The complainant is II. Nisen, the mate, 
who says that McLean made several 
desperate attempts to kill him. Ac- 
cording to the mate's Btory he ordered 
McLean to bring aboard a canoe when 
the schooner was lying in Behring sea, 
on August 18. McLean objected, and 
suddenly rushing upon Nisen tried to 
throw him overboard. One of the men 
came to the rescue and the trouble 
seemed over, when McLean, watching 
hia chance, made another attempt to 
throw Nisen into the sea. Captain Mc- 
Dougall this time interfered, while a 
couple of more attempts were also frus- 
trated. Nisen says that he was, a little 
later, talking to the Captain when Mc- 
Lean with a heavy piece of wood struck 
him on the back ot the head, knocking 
him senseless to the deck. That the 
blow had not more seriousjconsequenees 
is due, Nisen says, to the fact that he 
had nine or ten folds of newspaper in 
the band of his soft felt hat, which dead- 
ened the blow. Captain McDougall and 
the cook seized McLean, tied him, and 
placed him in the hold, where he 
was kept until the vessel made port yes- 
terday. McLean comes up for his pre- 
liminary hearing this morning at 11 
before the police magistrate.

Endymion, the great three-year-old 
son of Enterprise, had things very much 
his own way in both the big first day 
events of the Victoria autumn meeting, 
held at the Driving Park yesterday.

$350 in prize money for his owner; made 
anew track mark of 2:17 ,'1-5 for the 
mile and a quarter, and established him 
self firmly in public favor by clean 
strong running from fall of Hag to finish 
The day was all Endymion's. 

It was in the aecoud heat of the half- 
mile and repeat that the graceful chest 
nut scored his greatest triumph, the first 
leat having been won by him without 
much battling, although Mayflower, 
holder of the track record for the dis- 
tance, was close behind aB the}' swung 
under the wire. For the repeat 
the quartette of starterB got away in 
close company, Lumpy tailing of! in the 
first stage of the race and the three 
others— lOndymion, Mayflower and Reno 
— fighting every inch of the way round. 
At the quarter pole it was Reno that was 
leading, witb the mare and the red 
gelding running in team at hia flank. 
By the middle of the backstretch the 
mare had drawn up and showed her 
head only in front of her two rivals. At 
the upper turn all three were together 
again, and then the battlo royal com- 
menced, the trio coining into the home- 
stretch on equal terms and the whip and 
steel playing their full part in the 
mad ride to the wire. Fifty feet from 
the stand Mayflower showed distress, 
but it looked as though Reno would out- 
foot bis brother chestnut. The young- 
ster bad the speed and the heart for the 
fight, however, and again the old gold 
and black led past the judges. Reno 
was beaten by but a head, while May- 
flower finished at his flank. The lirst 
heat was run in :52, and the repeat 
showed an improvement of three-fifths 
of a second.

Speech or Hon. G. B. Martin, Commissioner 
of Lands and Works, in Opening 
the Annual Fair. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.! 
Under the most favorable auspices the 
annual exhibition of the Inland Agricul 
tural Society opened on Wednesday, the 
7th inst. The show was formally open- 
ed at 2 -.30 o'clock p.m. by Hon. George 
B. Martin, chief commissioner of lands 
and workB, who, having taken the stand, 
Baid : 

Mr. Vice-President, ladies and gen- 
tlemen :— I must first express my regret 
that your president, Mr. J. A. Ward, is 
unavoidably absent, as he takes a great 
interest in the welfare of this place 
and all that tends to make it 
the thriving and prosperous town it is. 
And then I have to thank you most sin- 
cerely for the honor you have done me 
in asking rue to open your exhibition. It 
was the intention of His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor to be present, and 
he could have performed the pleasant 
task much better than I. I have had the 
pleasure of looking at the various ex- 
hibits and may say that nowhere in Brit- 
ish Columbia can they be excelled and 
that the object which the association 
had in view has been obtained. 

Exhibitions of this kind, by placing 
side by side the products of the farm 
and dairy and stockyard for the inspec- 
tion and opinion of the public, must 
produce keen emulation and competi- 
tion, and thus stimulate the farmer to 
do Mb best. The result of that has been 
the production of the best grain for seed 
and manufacture, of the best flour and 
live stock, and in fact of all kinds of 
agricultural products. I wish now to 
speak a word regarding the grant given 
by government in aid of this and similar 
associations throughout the province. 

As you are aware a lump sum for that 
purpose is appropriated from year to 
year by the government. This sum 
must be divided amongst all properly 
constituted agricultural associations 
which apply for grants. This division 
you may depend is made by government 
with a view to the welfare of each dis- 
trict, as well as the whole of the pro- 
vince. I notice before me the members 
of your excellent fire brigade, who in their 
neat and trim uniforms and with their 
beautifully decorated machines, made 
so prominent and interesting a part of 
to-day's procession. They are a line 
stalwart body of men and would be a 
credit to a city many times larger than 
Kamloops. At the same time I hope it 
will be many a long day before their 
services will be needed. I also re- 
mark in the exhibition rooms some- 
thing that is not an agricultural 
product, but which is perhaps of greater 
importance, because the more we have 
of it the greater will be the demand for 
the farmers' produce. I refer to the 
excellent minerals. I think that the 
gentlemen who have so well and care- 
fully prepared the display now to be 
seen in the building are deserving of the 
highest praise. 

lam of opinion that in the very near 
fuV.uv you will have in the hills 
near us a country as rich in 
minerals as the Kootenay itself. 
The mines once found and properly 
exploited, capital will follow, and 
you all know what that means. 
There is a glorious future for our town, 
and with a pull altogether we can make 
here one of the wealthiest cities on the 
Mainland. And now as I have no doubt 
that all are anxious to enter tho build- 
ing and inspect the exhibits, 1 will not 
detain you longer. I again thank you 
for tho very nice compliments you have 
paid me and declare tho exhibition 
open. 

At the close of Mr. Martin's speech 
three cheers were heartily given for the 
gentleman by tho large crowd present.

BOUNDARY CREEK DISTSICT. 

Strike on the Snowshoe- Mining at Camp 
McKlnley— The Skylark and 
Other Camps. 

(From the Boundary Creek Times.) 

Mr. C. B. Barth, who represents a 
Victoria syndicate, has come to camp 
McKinley to develop the Victoria claim, 
situate three miles south of this camp, 
and has men busily engaged building 
roads and cabins. 

Mr. Julius Brethour, who has put in 
tho summer working upon some property- 
two miles north of Camp McKinley, lias 
left for Victoria, carrying with him some 
flue looking specimens. This camp is 
by no means asleep, and the Cariboo 
property, which has kept the mill pound- 
ing since its erection, looks better than 
ever, showing a line body of ore at the 
lowest depth. 

A number of good prospects have been 
located this summer up the East Fork, 
not more than '25 miles from transporta- 
tion. Assays from a ledge of about six 
feet of clean free milling quartz were re- 
cently made by Mr. St. George, of Car- 
son, the results averaging $3-1 in gold to 
the ton. 

J. Fisher came down from the Barrow, 
Skylark camp, bringing with him speci- 
mens of quartz containing free gold of 
visible size. 

Assays of rock from the new strike on 
the Lake claim. Skylark camp, have re- 
cently been made, the ore running 172 
ounces in silver and $6.60 in gold to the 
ton. 

M. T. Robinson came down from Kim- 
berley camp on Saturday, bringing 
samples of rock from Ballarat. An open 
cut three feet deep shows up a solid 
body of pyrrhotite ore. 

Nelson Bennett, of Tacoma, visited 
Boundary last week in company with 
Mr. Wallace, of the Kootenay-London 
Mining Company. Mr. Bennett said 
that tho engineering difficulties in the 
way of constructing a road to enter the 
district were comparatively inconsider- 
able, and he felt positive that within two 
years the desideratum would be supplied. 
He suggests that the next best thing for 
Boundary would be the erection of a 
local customs smelter. 

Among the best finds of the year the 
Carmie, located by Jim Dale up the west 
fork of Kettle river, certainly is to be 
included. A well-defined ledge, five feet 
wide, has been uncovered, the ore being 
milling quartz with copper pyrites, 
galena and zinc blende. 

A strike was made last week on the 
Snowshoe which may lead to important 
results, a body of rich looking ore from 
which gold could be easily panned, be- 
ing discovered on the lower ledge, at the 
Curfew end of the claim. 

On September 28 the first school on 
Anarchist Mountain was opened by Miss 
Alice Blake, of Victoria. 

Specimen pieces of good looking rose 
quartz, carrying copper pyrites and gal- 
ena, were sent down from two recently 
located claims on Lost creek, the Hamil- 
ton and lielvidere. 

John Christie lias discovered, under 
iron capping, a body of pyrrhotite ore 
live feet in width between walls, and is 
now sinking on the ledge and is already 
down about seven feet.

SPAIN AND CUBA. 

Rumor That the Home Government May Ere 
Long Witlidraw From the Island. 

New York, Oct. lti.— A special to the 
Hernld from Cadiz, Spain, says that an 
officer of high rank in the Spanish army 
has made the following statement : " If 
Spain has not put down the insurrection 
in Cuba by March 1 next, it is the in- 
tention of the government to give up the 
struggleand let the island go." This view 
of the situation clearly outlines the 
policy of the Spanish government and 
tends to . show that it is massing its 
troops in Cuba with the determination 
of making one desperate effort to com- 
pletely crush the Cuban forces. It is 
said the policy is being adopted of exag- 
gerating the magnitude of the trouble in 
the Philippine islands, with a view of 
preparing the people for the ultimate de- 
cision of letting Cuba go. While Spain 
is sending more than 200,000 troops to 
Cuba, who arc in the main young and 
undisciplined, Bhe is carefully keeping 
her 80,000 well disciplined and efficient 
soldiers, who may beavailable in case of 
an outbreak at home. She is also keep- 
ing in Spanish waterB ]2 warships, ready 
for sea and which could be of great ser- 
vice in Cuban waters in aiding in police 
work which sRe now aBks that country 
to do for her, 

In the opinion of Mr. Foster, manager 
of the 15 as tern Telegraph Co., there is 
no doubt that Spain intends to do her 
utmost to crush the Cuban insurrection 
between now and March. An important 
issue, he eaye, 's the fact that Cuba has 
a debt of $500,000,000, and if Spain puts 
down the insurrection Cuba will have to 
pay the debt ; whereas, if Cuba wins, 
the payment of that debt will fall on 
Spain, who contracted it on behalf of 
Cuba. Tho planters who have been 
driven from their halt-ruined planta- 
tions, however loyal they may appear to 
be, really want to see the Cubans suc- 
ceed, as in that case tliey would not be 
taxed to pay the interest on the debt 
and then could start again under more 
favorable auspices. Meanwhile every- 
one is talking about Cuba, and little is 
said of the Philippine islands, although 
the latter comprise 115,000 square miles, 
as]against 49,000 for Cuba. In point of 
population the Philippines have 5,036,- 
000, as again Bt 2,270,000 for Cuba and 
Porto Rico combined. Spain will either 
have Cuba by March 1 next or have <:iv- 
en up the struggle. 

Governor Abril, governor of the prov- 
ince of Cadiz, said that PresidentCleve- 
land had not done much for Spain, and 
he did not see how a change in the ad- 
ministration could make matters worse 
unleBB the independence of Cuba should 
be acknowledged, lie says he does not 
contemplate a war between Spain and 
the United States. The governor would 
not say that a greatCuban victory would 
precipitate trouble in Spain and did not 
think that such an event was likely to 
take place. As to the effect of the war 
on the commerce of Cadiz, the governor 
did not seem to think it had been very 
grave.

Oval, Diamond anil Fanciful Dies— Summer 
Address Dies Are Stamped In Colors. 

The craze for circle dies — tho Pari- 
lian idea of inclosing tiny monograms 
and ciphers within plain single and 
double lines — litis extended to ovals, 
diamonds and fanciful frames of various 
artistic shapes composed of small beads, 
dots, wavy and anything but circular 
lines.- Wreaths, brackots, garters, fancy 
■shields, ovals and circles surmounted 
by bowknots or crests are observed on 
note sheets in every conceivable color 
and bronze tint, sonto of ono plain color, 
•while others aro blended in several 
shades. 

White paper of tho parchment finish 
Is preferred above all other qualities for 
the notes of social correspondence now 
used by those who aspiro to bo in tho 
fashionable world. It is indicative of 
good taste, and affords au excellent 
background for tho various colors and 
bronzes in which address, monogram 
and arms dies aro impressed, and proves 
to be most effectivo under the inscrip- 
tion of good black ink, which is tho 
proper ink for ladies' notes. 

There are a few other decided favor- 
ites, however, that do not lose their 
popularity.

Their lightness in weight, par- 
ticularly the Hi and 21 pound, is adapt- 
ive for foreign mails. Young ladies af- 
fect tho bond paper of n light blue tint, 
which, with a monogram embossed in 
silver or a darker blue bronzo, is very 
tstylish. 

Another paper popular with young 
tidies is called the "old style." It has 
i shadowy surface of undulations re- 
sembling ti slightly ruffled sea, which, 
while in appearance rough, is really 
quite smooth.

The Old Men's Home, one of the 
worthiest of the institutions under the 
control of the city, is badly in need of an 
additional outlay of money to place it in 
a proper condition to carry out the good 
work for which it is intended. It is truo 
that since the removal of somo of the 
aged men to the Provincial Home at 
Kamloops, the Victoria institution is 
now not so crowded as it was formerly. 
The sixteen old men remaining are made 
as comfortable as circumstances will per- 
mit and Caretaker Henderson seems to 
keep the place as tidy as possible. 
Still there is urgent need for proper ac- 
commodation for some of the poor old 
people who are too helpless to look after 
themselves. In one room there are two 
o r them, one who for many months past 
has lain in bed utterly helpless, and the 
other an old man who latterly, on ac- 
count of paralysis, is only partially able 
to sit up. With all his many duties to 
attend to the caretaker is, of course, un- 
able to act as a nurse, and as the two 
men mentioned require constant atten- 
tion one or two of the more able inmates 
of the home are obliged to act as nurses. 
The room is altogether too small for the 
purpose of an infirmary, and it seems 
irost necessary that a light, airy addition 
should be built with proper ventilation 
for just such cases. What the old, bed- 
ridden men specially need is the service 
of a proper nurse who could constantly 
attend to them. There are very few of 
the occupantB of the home who can be 
of much assistance about the place, most 
of them being too infirm. Those who 
can help, however, seem to do so cheer- 
fully, and apparently the caretaker gets 
along very well indeed with his charges. 

Another very pressing need is quarters 
for the caretaker to live in. At present, 
owing to want of room in the home, he 
and his family are obliged to live out- 
side the grounds, a hundred yards 
or bo from the home. In case of 
fire at night, or some other sudden 
trouble,. it would take time to call the 
caretaker and some of the old men 
might be burned up before assistance 
could arrive. The council this year did 
recognize the necessity of building house 
room for the official referred to, hut the 
old cry of "want of funds" interfered 
with carrying out the idea. It can be 
easily understood that it is highly desir- 
able that night and day the caretaker 
should be at the home, but under pre- 
sent circumstances he- cannot. Should 
by any chance a fire occur attended with 
fatal results, the plea of " no funds " 
would hardly be accepted by the public 
as an excuse for not taking the neces- 
sary precautions. 

THE WOBLD'S FAIR. 

Meeting of the Commission to Perfect Their 
Official Report of the Enterprise. 

Washington-, Oct. 10. — President Pal- 
mer, of the World's Fair commission, 
and bis associates on the committee are 
assembled here for a session of several 
days' duration, at which reports to the 
President and congress will be perfected. 
These reports will present a complete re- 
view of the results of the exposition. 
The report of the board of awards will 
make about twenty-five volumes of 800 
pages each. That of the director-general 
ten volumes; that of the president and 
secretary two volumes; while the extent 
of the report of the ladies' board is not 
yet determined. 

These, it is intended, shall constitute 
a permanent history and memorial of 
what the exposition did. The Philadel- 
phia centennial commissioner's report 
embraced nine volumes. That of the 
Paris exposition was on an elaborate 
scale with steel engravings showing to 
the world the best features of the French 
exposition. The present work will be 
handsomely illustrated and somewhat 
similar, though less elaborate than 
the French reports. The work has 
progressed since the fair closed. 

The reports will also wind tin the 
financial affairs of the national commis- 
sion, and will show a balance in favor of 
the government of about. $21,000. This 
includes the ladies' board, which has a 
credit balance, and all meeting branches. 



THE LUMBER COMBINE. 

Committee Appointed to Suggest a Feasible 
Plan of Reorganization. 

San Fhancisco, Oct. 16.— Most of the 
large lumbering concerns on the Coast 
were represented at the annual meeting 
of the Central Lumber Company of Cali- 
fornia, the lumber combine, which was 
held here yesterday. For nearly two 
weeks the local lumbermen have been in 
conference with the sawmill men from 
British Columbia and the Puget Sound 
country, trying to agree upon a plan of 
action that would perpetuate the com- 
bine and place the lumber interests of 
the Coast on a more solid basis. 

All are agreed that reorganization is 
essential to the welfare of the combine, 
hut the plan of reorganization is the 
sticking point. During the past year 
the business of the combine failed to 
come up to expectations. Just where 
trie failure occurred it is impossible to 
say, as the members of the trust refuse 
to discuss the matter with outsiders. A 
committee was appointed to suggest a 
plan of reorganization that would har- 
monize all interests concerned, and pro- 
mote the welfare of the pool as a whole. 
It made its report and precipitated a 
fight that may yet cause Berious trouble.

FAMINE IN PROSPECT. 

Crops in Important Sections of India Seri- 
ously Damaged by Drought. 

London, Oct. 10. — The Viceroy of In- 
dia cableB that over the greater part of 
Oude, a large part of the Northwest 
provinces, the Punjatlb, eight districts 
of the Central provinces, and two dis- 
tricts of Upper Btirmah, which 
wero not irrigated this autumn, 
the crops are in a seriously damaged 
condition. In addition the prospects of 
the fcrops in parts of Bombay cause 
anxiety. Kain is now improbable and a 
famine is inevitable unless sufficient 
rain falls. There is als considerable dis- 
tress in other affected ares, which are 
about the same as in 1877. Cereals are 
at famine prices.
